3 4 million servicemen appeared 
virtually assured today of fatter 
paychecks by the end of the 
year. 


The House approved the bill 
385 to 2 yesterday, saying it 
could 
not 
do 
less 
for 
the 
uniformed services than it did 
lor civilian federal employees in 
voting earlier this month 
to 
raise their pay. 


In view of the lopsided House 
vote—only 
Republican 
Repre­ 
sentatives H. R. Gross. Iowa, 
and Glenn Davis. Wis., said no 
—Senate approval of the GI 
increase was expected to be 
swift and overwhelming. 


OVERALL HIKE 
The House bill would give 
members of the armed forces a 
5.6 per cent increase in base 
pay retroactive to Oct. 1. and 
raise such items as allowances, 
re-enlistment bonuses and sepa­ 
ration 
pay 
by amounts that 
average out to an over-all 4.5 
per 
cent 
increase 
for 
the 
package. 


The base pay raise translates 
into a $5.10 a month increase 
for buck privates, who now get 
$90. 
and 
a 
$112 
a 
month 
increase for four-star generals, 
who now get $2,001. 


Family allotments for men in 
the lower four grades who have 
dependents would go up from 
$4 80 to $7.50 a month, boosting 
the minimum to $60 a month 
and the maximum to $105. 
The bill also would guarantee 
the military a comparable pay 
raise each time the pay of white 
collar government workers is 
raised. The House-passed civi­ 
lian pay bill provides for raises 
on July 1, 1968. and April 1. 
1969. 


GAINS BUILT IN 
The second and third steps of 
the military raise would also be 
based on comparable gains in 
< private industry, with a mini­ 
mum increase of 3 per cent. 
Best estimates now are that the 
increases would be 4.4 per cent 
at the second step in July next 
year and 7.4 per cent at the 
third one the following April.

Lower weekday night station- 
to*tation call rates will extend 
from 7 p.m. to 7 a.m. instead ot 
8 p.m. to 4.30 a.m.; maximum 
charge will be $1 for the first 
three minutes anywhere within 
the continental United States. 
'Die rates also will apply on 
Thanksgiving, Christmas. New 
Year’s days, July 4th and Labor

A far cry from the postage- 
stamp size facilities crammed 
above a converted classroom 
which acted as a theater for the 
college until recently. 
On the music side, the new 
center 
has 
an 
instrumental 
rehearsal hall for 100 student 
musicians. John H. Myers, head 
of the music d e p a r t m e n t , 
described the acoustics as the 
“ most satisfactory” he had ever 
encountered. 
A chorus rehearsal hall built 
to seat 114 persons often doubles 
as an art 
lecture room. 
Recording equipment will soon 
be installed in the two rehearsal 
rooms as an educational aid. 
Leading off from the carpeted 
corridors are a classroom in 
which a dozen pianos nestle in 
pairs, 12 individual practice 
rooms and a music library 
where up to 40 students can 
listen to recorded music in the 
privacy of headsets. 
Other teaching facilities in­ 
clude an assembly room, four 
lecture classrooms for a total of 
174 students, a speech listening 
laboratory for 16 people and of­ 
fices for 10 faculty. 
The center, the building of 
which cost $31.39 a square foot 
to construct, rises up between 
the existing art buildings which 
form the walls of the entrance 
lobby. 
This lobby is to become an art

Doi, 17; Y Lai. 16; Ha Van Vinh, 
15, and Kim My To. 18. With 
them is their instructor 1st Lt. 
Tran Xuan Phu, who was in 
combat with the regular Viet­ 
namese Army until he was 
assigned to the H i g h l a n d 
military academy two years 
ago. 
It is the boys who say they 
hate the Viet Cong, but it is 
Lieutenant Tran Xuan Phu. very 
small and delicate by our stan- 
dars, w ho has the sad eyes. 
The lieutenant .speaks a little 
English and he translated for 
the boys in the red berets. 
“ He says he detests the Viet 
Cong,” said Lt. Tran Xuan Phu. 
speaking for Kim My To, whose 
eyes flashed angrily. The boy's 
father was killed in the war. 
"Yes, they have seen some of 
the war.” said the lieutenant. 
“ They have seen many, many 
dead civilians.” The bovs nod­ 
ded excitedly — many, many 
dead 
civilians.

military 
academy is near Pieiku and they 
have heard the artillery. 
Tran Xuan Phu observed: 
“ Of the anti-war people in the 
United States, they say that 
very many people do not know 
yet of the situation in Vietnam.

U.S.. but sooner or later they 
will know who is right. 
“ Thev sav they do not know

The Seaman 


Since the early 1800 s Cong­ 
ress has passed many laws to 
protect seamen. One law re­ 
quired that a ship be “ sea­ 
worthy” and that the owner 
guarantee that its gear, hull, 
appliances, and the like be fit 
for the voyage. At first the law 
sought only to protcet <j:argo. It 
now protects seamen and pass­ 
engers. 
It is not enough, under the 
law. that the owner may have 
tried hard to keep his ship in 
good condition. He simply must 
do so regardless of anything. 
He guarantees the ship's fitness 
lor its intended voyage. Sea­ 
men get great protection no 
matter whether they had them­ 
selves been careless, or helped 
to bring about an accident, or 
even had assumed some risks. 
Such factors, of course, may re­ 
duce the damages recoverable. 
The seaworthiness guarantee 
goes beyond the voyage at sea. 
The courts have recently ex­ 
tended it to longshoremen on 
the docks. In a recent case, a 
longshoreman was loading car­ 
go when a ship's door shut too 
soon and the cargo's full weight 
dropped on him. He sued the 
owTier. claiming that the ship 
was 
unseaworthy. 
The court 
ruled for him. saying that the 
owner's warranty covered the 
loading of a vessel. 
The guarantee applies at sea 
or in port. It imposes a liabil­ 
ity. whether or not the owner 
is at fault, to protect any per­ 
son doing seamen’s work. 
Ship passengers also receive 
wide protection. The shipowner, 
as a common carrier, must use 
great care to protect passen­ 
gers. He also has a contract for 
transportation 
to 
which 
the 
courts will hold him. Common 
carriers are subject to much 
governmental regulation on all 
parts of the ship — lifeboats, 
railings, gangways, mechanical 
operation, and fire protection.

Mexicans Get 
Dental Aid 
From Student

on the hard floor of one of the

president of the School of Den­

Central Mexico, as an unpaid 
member of Amigos Anonymous, 
a volunteer student organization 
which has established many self- 
help projects in Mexico during 
the past six summers.

Medical Center nurses, this fifth 
year 
orthodontic 
student 
ex­ 
amined and cleaned the teeth of 
more than 
1.000 children 
— 
many of whom had never been 
to a dentist before. 
“ The kids were a Uttle shy at 
first, but the novelty of having a 
strange gringo poking around in­ 
side 
their mouths seemed to 
tickle a lot of them,” Landucci 
said. ‘‘What really won them 
over was when 
we’d call a 
recess and play football.” 
He saw thousands of cavities 
but only two fillings. Besides a 
lack of proper dental hygiene 
and care, the high cavity rate 
was due to the rampant soft- 
drink “ addiction” in the town, 
he said. 
To tackle this problem, the 
volunteer nurses applied cavity- 
preventive fluoride directly to 
the young patients’ teeth. 
They also 
trained Mexican 
nurses in the technique. “ This 
w as the crux of our project — to 
have local people cam- on the 
programs we started together.”

Reject School Bonds 


The voters of old San Rafael and 
Santa Venetia have denied their school 
children needed facilities. 
It was these voters who doomed 
three school bond measures — two for 
high schools, one for elementary 
schools — in Tuesday s election. 
V oters in Terra Linda, Lucas Valley 
and Marinwood (the Dixie Elementary 
School District) gave the two high 
school bond measures the needed two- 
thirds approval. Those in the East San 
Rafael area served by Glenwood and 
San Pedro schools gave solid two-thirds 
majorities to both high school issues 
and to that for elementary schools. 
But in several San Rafael precincts, 
and in that at Gallinas School in Santa 
Venetia, none of the bond measures 
even mustered a majority in favor, 
let alone two-thirds. 


TURNDOWN OF THE BOM) meas­ 
ures was not unexpected. It followed 
by two weeks rejections of bond issues 
in Tamalpais High School District, San 
Anselmo Elementary School District, 
and Sausalito Elementary School Dis­ 
trict. 


In all. the majority in favor ranged 
below 60 per cent. It hit 59 per cent 
for the Tam High District bonds and 
58.8 per cent for the $2 million pro­ 
posal for additions and improvements 
at San Rafael and Terra Linda high 
schools. 
It fell to 55.8 per cent for the $5.5 
million issue for a third San Rafael 
district high school, and 55.3 per cent 
for the $3.1 million San Rafael Ele­ 
mentary School District issue. These 
compare with 55.6 per cent who voted 
“ yes" for Sausalito school bonds and 


54.8 per cent who favored those in 
San Anselmo. 
On the Tam District issue, as on 
those in San Rafael High School Dis­ 
trict. it was in the old established com­ 
munities that the measures drew the 
heaviest opposition. 
They won the 
needed two-thirds approval in most of 
the newer subdivisions. 
This is a familiar pattern. The dif­ 
ference from the past is in degree. 


W E SUSPECT THERE is a correla 
tion between this voting pattern and 
the rise of real estate appraisals for 
taxing purposes. 
It is in the older established com­ 
munities that land values have been 
hiked most sharply this year. 
The 
property owners there feel most keenly 
the rise in taxes; yet their property 
is least in demand on today's real 
estate market. 


THE SAN RAFAEL BOND issues 
will have to be resubmitted. 
The 
schools must be built. Tuesday s turn­ 
down merely means a delay. 


Architects and board of education 
doubtless can do some trimming to 
reduce the size of the issues. Some 
construction to meet Field Act require­ 
ments may be postponed, thanks to 
permissive legislation this year. Such 
desirable but non-essential items as a 
fieldhouse and new football field lights 
at San Rafael High can be eliminated. 
But the need for new’ school facilities 
will not vanish. 
An unfortunate by-product of the 
San Rafael vote is that it will serve to 
set back prospects for unification of 
San Rafael and Dixie districts, which 
failed so narrowly last year.

spokesman for the California 
Trucking Association said most 
of their vehicles would not use 
the new freeway because there 
is a better alternate route — 
shorter with less grade. 


T H E 
TRUCKERS’

CERN is the precedent in­ 
volved. They point out that, if 
this ordinance stands, it would 
be an invitation to groups all 
over the state to pick out 
particular bits of freeway and 
ban all trucks from them. 
The truckers have several 
arguments to support their 
position that the prohibition 
against trucks on a portion of 
(he MacArthur Freeway must 
not stand. 
In the first place, that sec­ 
tion of highway cost about $100 
million, of which the truckers 
estimate they paid $35 million 
in taxes. Their taxes, like the 
gasoline taxes paid by the 
general motoring public, are 
paid for a right to use the 
highways. 
If the prohibition is on the 
basis of noise, perhaps there 
are other worse offenders, 
such as motorcycles or souped- 
up hot-rods. Some tests have 
shown that motorcycles make 
more noise than trucks. 


THE TRUCKS will have to 
move someplace unless the 
surrounding area is to be cut 
off from normal del i ver y 
service. This could mean 
!rucks on the city streets. 
Generally the trend has been 
to move the heavy vehicles on­ 
to the freeways. 
It’s likely the truckers could 
take the ordinance to court, on 
the basis they are paying for 
the use of the highway. But if 
the courts let the ordinance 
stick, it would be an engraved 
invitation to outlaw trucks 
from sections of highway all 
over the state. 


Government Studies

wasting 
precious 
time 
o n 
anything else as trivial as 
thinking is, unfortunately, an 
all too common idea. A com­ 
mon stupid idea. 
We send our kids to elemen­ 
tary school, high school and 
college in the fond hope that 
they will learn how to think. It 
they are exceptional we send 
them to graduate school to 
learn even more about thinking 
and s t u d y i n g . Presumably 
there is something with work­ 
ing at in thinking. It isn’t 
something to be put in a closet 
with 
the 
cap 
and 
gown. 
Thought and study concerning 
our problems should be con­ 
tinuous and intense. Our socie­ 
ty and our world face a moun­ 
tain of problems of enormous 
complexity. They will not be 
solved by smashing mindlessly 
ahead, but by thinking, and 
then acting and then thinking 
and acting some more, and 
going on thinking and acting 
without

purpose of this column is to 
answer as objectively and as 
factually as possible questions 
about Vietnam which cause 
great anxiety or great con­ 
troversy. 
How great is the risk that 
Red China or the Soviet Union 
will get into the war? 
The risk is there. No one 
could honestly say that it 
might not happen. 
There are two major deter­ 
rents. Both China and Russia 
are involved in acute problems 
elsewhere. The U.S. is doing 
everything practicable to avoid 
giving either a cause or an ex­ 
cuse to expand intervention by 
massive use of combat troops. 


THE MOST knowledgeable 
China specialists in Hong Kong 
are convinced that Peking is so 
fully and chaotically absorbed 
in internal political and civil 
strife that it will not likely risk 
a major confrontation with the 
U.S. 
The Russians, whose breach 
with China grows w i d e r 
and more hostile every month, 
seem more disposed to fight 
this war by proxy than with 
Russian troops. 
What are the facts on which 
to base a judgment as to 
whether we are winning, los­ 
ing. or stalemated? 
U.S. forces, pitted mostly 
against the North Vietnamese 
regular units, now hold the 
upper hand. 
Most of the main-force units 
in South Vietnam — Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese — have 
been decimated several times 
and 
have 
had 
to 
be 
reconstituted at heavy cost. 
FACT: There is today not an 
area in all South Vietnam 
where 
the enemy is safe 
against air or ground attack. 
FACT: The monthly rate of 
political and military defec­ 
tions from the Viet Cong is 
running about double what it 
was a year ago. 
FACT: In the past two years 
the proportion of South Viet­ 
namese living under Com­ 
munist control has been cut to 
under 20 per cent. The secure 
proportion of the population 
has risen from 45 to 65 per 
cent. 


North Vietnam and the Viel 
Cong are having to pay just tc 
keep the war going at it: 
present level is far higher thar 
we (South Vietnam and it: 
allies) are having to pay t< 
turn the tide of battle agains 
them. Take the most sensitivi 
and painful measure. Fron 
Jan. 1, 1961, to Sept. 30, 1967 
the North Vietnamese and tin

NEW MATH is p uzzling to 
any one over 30, but one of its 
tools 
seems 
e a s i l y

derstandable. We got a rep ort 
today on Cuisenaire rods. 
These are sets of 10 rods, 
ranging from one to 10 cen­ 
timeters long. Each rod is a j 
different color and has a dif­ 
ferent identify ing letter. They 
are being used in Sausalito 
first grade classes. 
To simp lify matters, they 
are to math what the old letter 
blocks were to sp elling. Before 
p honics, that is. Kids in first 
grade and kindergarten p lay 
with them, “free p lay ” at first 
and later guided p lay which 
teaches math concep ts. They 
learn the rods by color and let­ 
ter before ev er learning any 
number values — learning that 
a green and orange rod total 
the same as a p urp le and blue 
one, for instance. 
With skilled teaching, kids 
can get the abstract p rincip les 
of subtraction, multip lication, 
division and fractions with the 
rods. And finally , numbers are 
assigned to the rods, kids start 
relating numbers to concep ts 
and voila! Another class of 
mathematics students. 
It all sounds like much more 
fun than the book mathematics 
we learned in childhood. But 
what ev er hap p ened to the let­ 
ter blocks?
